Serial 1002 . Section 13, ie claauio ^over j^Ln the note) and claaaio FBI in the 
leaking to Lea Whitten of the coming FBI oonoluaiona in its CD1 . Hoover wrote on the 
Biory "I assume none of ttils is coining from FBI," DeLoach was no leue sanctimonious, 
telling Mohr "We huve given Leo Whitten no information small* whatsoever." Technically 
it was true. It was not Information. l)e Loach gilded the lilly by quoting Whitten as 
saying "he hail 'good sources.'" (PHr- Hoover wan not worried. You should heed their

The file on Davis is 134-6336. 134 = "Security Informants." 

Serial 1094 . Section 14 represents the forwarding of the borrowed Secret Service 
copy of the Zapruder film with a request for two dubs to ve returned with it. HQ sent 
only 1 dub, with oaution for official use only. The Dallas language is Eastman Kodak 
.«, developed original negative and three copies for ZAPRUDER." Well, this does represent 
their knowledge of film. It was a positive that w«s developed. However, of possible 
significance is the failure to state the total number oC copies the Eastman lab made. 

This is limited to three copies for Z. Says nothing about pirated copies* ne Dallas eecret. 

Serial 1115 .3eotion 14. PH eaye it ia a copy of the story provided to J ere*iah 
O'Leary by Lt. Donovaa, whioh is accurate. The DeLoach to Mohr memo aayB O'Leary left 
a copy of hie story and suggested that Donovan be interviewed. had not been, D* was 
the next day. The story O'Leary left was not the printed copy, ^-t is a copy of the 
unoorrected typed draft. A little out of the ordinary for a normal reporter being 
halpfui. P^tiotxc, perhaps? 

Serial 1132. Section 14 has two parts. The first suggests that they learn from 
Zapruder the i a|>oed at whioh hie camera was going, -^his might account for the 
Barrett report, which gives the wrong speed. The second discusses the Walker bullet 
without any mention of scientific testing. Conrad (lab) refers only to how mutilated 
it was. (Dallas PD had already determined it was 30-oaliber and henoe not from the 
so-called Oswald rifle.) Conroe ignores this and lets it be believed that beoause of 
the mutilation it cannot be ritmnt "whether the Walker Blug haul been fired from the 
assassination/ rifle." Lotting a 30 cal through a 6.5 mm barrel would make it m 
truly magic bullet.

I suggest the co- 
operation was between the Mayor's people or polioe and the MM source. 

Serial 1166 . Section 15, inoludes the unwanted information that there was a second 
Oswald helper In the Trade Mart lit. diat. project and what I do not recall from Steele's 
testimony, that Oswald told him at the outset the project would last only 15-20 minutes. 
(This would seem to indicate tliat Oswald expected TV coverage and at a oertain time.) 

This TT coincides with what Steele and Jesse Core both told mm about the tird man. I 
am surprised, however, that it took a day for VIWL to spook to the FBI and that the FBI 
appears not to have spoken to it aftex knowing from WDSU of the TV coverage. Core and
